WHEREAS, the Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plens showing the proposed construction of its ges mains in

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the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and sald maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY GOUHGIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in WYNOHA AVENUE, across Allandale Road inter-
section, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% feet weat of
and parallel to the east property line of sald WINONA AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(2) A gas main in SHOALWOOD AVENUE across Allandale Road inter-
section, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of said SHOALWOOD AVENUE.

Sald gas main described abeve shall have 2 cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(3) A gas main in WOODVIEW AVENUE across Allendale Road inter-
section, the centerline of which gas main shall be 73 feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of WOODVIEW AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
" than 2% feet,

(4) A gas main in BULL CREEK ROAD across Allandale Road inter-
section, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of said BULL CREEK ROAD,

Said gas meln described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(5) A gas main in WEST 24¢h STHEET across Lamar Boulevard inter-
section, the centerline of which gas main shall be 10% feet south of
and parsllel to the north property line of said WEST 24th STREET,

than 2% feet,

- (6) A gas main in BENKETT AVENUE, from Bast 55th Street northerly
655 feet, the centerline of which gas mailn shall be 9 feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of sald BENNETT AVENUE.

Saeid gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(7) A zas main in McCALL ROAD, from Indian Trail southerly K0
feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% faet west of and
parallel to the east property line of sald MeCALL ROAD,

than 2% feet.
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(8) A gas main in WINFLO DRIVE scross Brownlee Circle intersection,
the centerline of which gas main shell be 74 feet west of and parallel

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(9) A gas mein in WINFLO DRIVE, from Brownlee Circle southerly
109 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% feet west of
and parallel {0 the east property line of sald WINFLO DRIVE.

Sald gas main deseribed sbove shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(10) A gas maln in EAST 23% STREET from Oldham Street westerly
72 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said EAST 23% STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have & cover of not less
than 23 feet.,

(11) A gas main in WEST 4OTH STREET, from Ramsey Avenue westerly
16 feet, the centerline of which Zas mein shall be 13 feet south of
and parallel to the north property 1ine of said WEST 40Oth STREET.

Said gas mein descrided above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(12) A gas main in CUMBERLAND ROAD, from Wilson Street esasterly
76 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be T4 feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said CUMBERLAND ROAD.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2§ feet,

(13) ' A gas main in STARK STREET, from a point 428 feet west of
Georgetown Road westerly 109 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 74 feet south of and parallel to the north property line of
said STABK STREET.

. Sald gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not less
then 2% feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the City

of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any feference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at speclsl points. When the Texas Public
Service Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations
or working points from which to base the location of thelr assigaments they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Texas Public Service Company is
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further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of re-

pairs or replacement of any underground utility dameged during the constrmction
of lines named in this resolution,

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinﬁty of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of geid gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after seid
Mmains have been laid shall be under the supervisioh and direction of the City
Msnager, and under all the pertinent terms end conditions of the certailn fran-
chises granted %o said company by the City of Austin,

The City Manager made a report as to the railroad crossing situation with
regard to the railroad crossing end its relation to traffic, and the condition
of the railroad crogeing itself. Representatives from the Missouri Pacific
ere due to come into Austin the early part of the week of May 16-21 to discuss
these problems. The City Manager was irs tructed to have the program outlined
and to discuss it with the representatives when they arrive in Austin,

The City Manager brought up the Dog Quarantine matter, stating the City
was going to heve to tighten up on the enforcement of the ordinance: and when
the present six months' quarantine expired, he recommended the quarsntine be
continued ancther six monthe, &2 there were still cases of rabies, EHe recom -
mended filing cases against people who willfully ignored this ordinance, The
Council decided to take this up at the expiration of the present six months!
period and to hear from the dog owners on the quarantine; but instructed the
 City Manager and Chief of Police to enforce the present ordinance,

The Council instructed the City Manager to continue the spraying through
the summer, and cutting of brush and weeds by the Health Department, in the
prevention of any outbreaks of Polio, The City Manmger reported that spraying
had been started 30 days earlier this year, and the Bergstrom Field had loaned
four extra truecks to help in thie drive,

The Council discussed the possibility of making the City property on 4th
Street and Guadalupe a public parking lot. The City Attorney and City Englneer
were instructed to look into this matter and see what the costs would be to
operate and meintain a parking lot, with one or two attendants, and report to
the Council at its next meeting.

The Council discussed the matter of making a survey of loading zones that
were not being used, in the interest of establishing extra parking places.
1% was decided to bring this matter up for further discussion as the next
regular Council meeting. '

ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT HERBWITH; AND DECLARING AN
EMERGENCY,
